~——-'This ftrange performance being read, appeared 
to be a fatrago of vague reafoning and adfurd refe- 
rence, interlarded with a great number of f{criptare 
phrafes. The paflagé quoted in the information was 
to the following purpofe:—*‘*'Ac atime when the 
- nations of the earth endeavour wholly to follow the 
Jaws of God, it is no wonger that we, labouring 
under our fevere fentences, fhould cry out from our 
dungeons, and afk redrefs. Some of us are about 
~ to fuffer execution, without righteoufnefs, and o- 
thers. to be fent off toa barbarous country. The re- 
_cords of juilice ‘have been falfified, and the laws 
ores altered by men like ourfelves. The bloody

ws againit us have been enforced under a nomi- 
adminiltration, by mere whitened walls, mev 
who poffefs enly thé thew of jultice, and who have 
condemned us ‘to death contrary to law, &c. &c.

It would bea dreadful 
fituation indeed, if a printer of private works was to 
be anfwerable for every thing. he executed for his 
cuftomers. It was not a time-to refufe an order e 
ven fhould it be only to the valwe of four or five 
pounds, whem public and parochial taxes were fo e+ 
normonfly high. He could not be expected to be z 
lawyer, verfed im every ctiticat definition of words 
. and phrafes, fo'as to know what conffiruted a libel 
or what might be fafely printed, a8 not being under 
that predicament. Upon the whole, he contended, 
that his condué by no means could be ceofured, .as 
he had done nothing more than any tradefman would 
have done in the fame fituation. i 

The Jury paid great attention to this defence ; but 
the evidence was direétly in point. — Guilty.

Mr Fra/fer, of the Secretary office, was next, and 
he proved that D’Adhemar was the Ambaffador at 
this Court, and that Bartholomew was Charge 
d’Affaires.

It recites the a@ of 27 Geo. III. cap. 13, for 
repeating the feveral duties of Cultoms and Excife, 
and granting other daties in lieu thereot.—Ie then 
enacts, .That out of the duties of Foreign Wine im- 
pofed by the recited a&t, are to be paid to the 
Dealers in fuch Wine for their {tock between May 

and 15, the fums following, viz. For every ton 
of French Wine imported into the port of London, 
49 1- 4d. For every tan of Portugal or Spanith 
Wine fo imported, 141. 98. 10d. For every ton 

f Freach Wine imported into any other port than 
Fondo’, 481.178. 3d. For every ton of Portu- 

al or Spanith Wine fo imported 12 pounds 18 fhil- 
fin s and eight pence. No allowances to be paid 
unlefs applied for before July 5, 1787, &c.—No 
fuch allowances to be made unlefs a certificate be 

roduced, that a duty of Cuftoms had been paid.— 
‘And no Dealer to be entitled to any allowance 
antil a month after application, nor unlefs his ftock 
éxceed a ton. — Allowances to be paid a: four equal 
ayments 3 the fecond at the end of three months, 
the third at the end of fix months, and the fourth 
thereof at the end of nine months, from the time of 
the firft payment’s being made; with a provifo, that 
in cafe any Foreign Wines, for which a return of 
part of the duti¢s may have been claimed in purfu- 
ace of this att, fhall be entered and thipped for ex- 
portation, in the manner and within the time pre- 
{cribed by Jaw, fuch Wine fhall be entitled to the 
drawback as Wine imported after May 10. 1787. 
—That in Foreign Wines, if any excefs be found 
in the {tock of any dealer, it is forfeited, and alfo 
double its value.
